( ii ) after regulation 12, the following regulations shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" 13 ( 1 ) . When there occurs in or about a mine an accident causing 
loss of life or serious bodily injury , or an accidental explosion , 

ignition , spontaneous heating , outbreak of fire or irruption of 
water or an accidental breakage of ropes , chains or other gear 
by which men are lowered or raised , or an accidental overwind
